Washington, Mar. 25.—The report of 


the board of inquiry into the causes of the 
Maine disaster is now in the hands of 
President MoKinley. The formal trans- 
mission of the momentous document was 
made at 9.40 this morning. Lieut.-Oom. 
Marix first delivered it to Secretary Long, 
who took it to the president. Secretary 
Long did not open it. 


The arrival of the report created scarce- 


ly a ripple of excitement at the White 
House, except among the correspondents. 
The cabinet met at 11 o'clock when the 
report was first formally considered. 


The report of the inquiry into the loss 


of the Maine finds that the explosion was 
from the outside and does not fix the re- 
sDonsibility 
for 
the 
disaster. 
It 


does not 
express 
any 
opinion 
as 


to the character of the 
explosion 


but testimony goes to show that it was a 
powerful submarine mine, the exact char- 
acter of which is not determined by testi- 
mony. The belief was expressed that it 
was what is known as a floating subma- 
rine mine. There were two explosions, 
the boards finds; the first was from the 
outside and that set off one of the smaller 
magazines. 


Secretary Long did not sit up for the 


report last night, and it was kept by 
Jjieut.-Oommander Marix and his guard 
of ofiloers over night.

Long sent them word that he would not 
receive it till morning, so they had to 
guard It another night. They put it in 
an iron safe in room 212, at the Ebbitt 
House, and kept regular watches, tw» 
men at a time, all night. 


REPLETE WITH INCIDENT. 


Haval Authorities Preparing Energeti- 


cally For a Conflict With Spain. 


Washington, March 25.—The sailing of 


the Spanish fleet from the Canaries, the 
changes in the personnel of commands, 
and the transfer of the entire revenue 
service and all the available lighthouse 
vessels to the navy were some of the 
stirring and significant events which 
indicated in the navy department yes- 
terday the approaching conflict. 


Immediately on the receipt of official 


dispatches from one of our naval at- 
taches abroad, briefly announcing the 
sailing of the fleet, the fact was made 
known to the president, and a conference 
was held with Secretary Long and As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt. 
The ser- 


iousness of the move was fully consid- 
ered, and the president was advised that 
naval strategists regarded it as es- 
Bentlal that this torpedo fleet should not 
be allowed to reach western waters. 
What conclusion was reached is not 
known. 


the honor and dignity of the country to 
avert war, and he still believed war 
could be averted. He also said that he 
believed the government of Spain was 
as anxioussfor peace as we were, but 
at the same time he did not hesitate tc 
admit the gravity of the situation.

president frankly acknowledged that he 
believed the report of the board of in- 
quiry would find that the Maine was 
blown up from the outside.

The f.otilla announcement was fol- 


lowed rapidly by important news. 
Thii 


first was this announcement by Secre- 
tary Long, indicating the placing of our 
squadron and fleet on a. war footingi 
"Admiral Sicard has been granted leave 
very much to the regret of the navy de- 
partment and altogether on account of 
his health. Captain Sampson has been 
made commander of the fleet at Key 
West; Captain Evans has been ordered 
to take command of the battleship Iowa. 
The orders to the squadron in Hampton 
roads have not yet been issued."

though the news was not promulgated, 
it soon became known that Commodore 
W. S. Schley was slated to command

This announce- 


ment was recognized at once as of un- 
usual importance at this juncture. Ad- 
miral Sicard has been in command of 
the fleet at Key West throughout the 
critical period of the Maine disaster. 
Captain Sampson has been in command 
of the Iowa, but more recently has been 
conspicuous before the public as presi- 
dent of the Maine court of Inquiry. Cap- j 
tain Robley Evans is'better known as I 
"fighting Bob." 
The next important move was a de- | 


termination to create a joint cominis- 
nion from the war and navy departments 
so as to bring them into harmonious ac- 
tion on all measures. Captain Barker, 
naval aid of Secretary Long, was desig- 
nated to represent the navy department 
In this plan of action. 
The representa- 


tive of the war department has not yet 
been named. 
It will not be necessary 


for these two officers to leave Washing- 
ton, as they can beat arrange a joint plan 
of action in conference with the bureau 
chiefs of the tv.o department". 


At the close of the day caine the an- 


nouncement that the ::avy department 
had succeeded in purchasing eight steam 
yachts and four tugs for use in the aux- 
iliary naval fleet.

His program had been definitely de- 


cided upon. It is his purpose to treat 
the blowing up of the Maine as an in- 
cident. 
The report of the board will ba 


sent to congress on Monday with a 
brief message relating to the events 
leading up to that jgolnt and informing 
congress that tlrf" facts contained in 
the report have been cabled to Madrid 
to be laid before the Spanish government 
by Minister Woodf ord. No demand will 
be made upon Spain, but the laying ot 
facts before that government will ba 
equivalent to calling upon Spain for an 
explanation and such action as she may 
deem proper. 
It is the purpose of the 


house leaders to refer the report and 
message to the committee on foreign 
affairs without debate, and to this pro- 
gram it is believed the Democrats have 
acquiesced, reserving the right to de- 
mand action if a report from the com- 
mittee is too long delayed. 
Much will 


then depend upon Spain's response, but 
there are those close to the president 
who believe that from the time the re- 
port is sent to congress it will drop out 
as a factor in the situation. 


The second part of the president's pro- 


gram reache-3 the Maine question and 
involves intervention on humanitarian 
grounds within a week or ten days 
after the report of the board goes to con- 
gress. 
It will be intervention to re- 


lieve the starvation in Cuba, and upon 
Spain's acquiescence in or objection to 
this act will depend peace or war. 


Conservative senators say that the 


president is to be given an opportunity 
to carry out his plans, and it is now 
certain that hasty action without the 
wish of the president will not be taken 
by the senate. 
There has been con- 


siderable work done among senators, 
and the result of a general canvass leads 
the conservatives to believe that ths 
sentiment in favor of moving with care 
and refraining from forcing the presi- 
dent to act in advance of his own judg- 
ment is growing. 
Any attempt to bring 


about congressional action contrary to 
the wish of the president, they say, will 
be most thoroughly debated. 
"Thera 


will be no party action," said one sen- 
ator, "and while the president will ba 
supported when he makes a request, at- 
tempts to force anything through the 
senate will be resisted. The senate will 
not be swept off its feet, but is ready to 
act in any emergency." 


A prominent member of the house said 


that in his opinion the next two weeks 


• would determine which it would be. 
Such information as exists here leads 
those close to the president to believe 
that the Spanish government will go to 
any length it dares to preserve peace. 
The queen regent is especially- anxious 
to- prevent war, and it is believed the 
ministry will go just as far as it can 
without jeopardizing its own existence 
and the survival of the Spanish dynasty. 


Buy tjtate Legislature. 


Boston, March 25.—The house yester- 


day declined to change the law relating 
to the granting of shore liquor licenses. 


The resolutions calling for federal as- 


sistance on the work of Massachusetts 
in the extermination of the gypsy moth 
were adopted without debate. 


The bill to regulate telephone charges 


and service by putting the companies 
under the supervision of the gas and 
electric light commissioners was as- 
signed to Thursday next. 


In the senate the committee on labor 


reported a new draft of the bill to reduda 
the hours of labor of women and minors 
in mercantile establishments. It limit* 
the time to 58 hours a week, except be- 
tween Dec. 15 and Jan. 1, in cities of 
30,000 inhabitants or over. 


Reference to the next general court 


was reported on the bill to protect em- 
ployes of corporations who are locked 
out. 


The bill to limit the height of buildings 


In the commonwealth to 100 feet was put 
over to Monday. 


Leave to withdraw was reported In the 


petition for legislation to give one-half 
the fines for violation of the fish and 
game laws to the person n»aking the 
complaint. 


Ought not' to pass was reported on the 


bill for verdicts when 10 of 12 jurors agree 
upon the same. 


Mr. Dal ton of Salem presented the 


petition of James A. Kelley for leglala- 
tlon to allow betting on horses at agri- 
cultural fairs, subject to the supervision 
of tin* district nollro.

Spanish Boat Injured. 


Waterford, Ireland, Mar. 26.-The Span- 


ish toruedo boat destroyer, Auflaz, has ar- 
rived here with her bows stove in and her 
stem twisted completely round, from 
about ten feet from the stern. 


Dynamite Interdict**. 


Havana, March 25.—-Two «t the eight 


Whitehead torpedoes carriea by the 
Maine have been recovered. p"hese were 
aft. The other six were probably de- 
stroyed. Rejjfcrding the use of dyna- 
mite by the contracting wreckers, Cap- 
tain Slgsbee said: "More has been made 
out of the matter than was warranted 
by the facts, which are simply these: 
The contractors asked my permission 
to use dynamite In small quantities and 
also to use dynamite tape to blow pit 
protuberances, angles, etc., where the 
wreckage is so entangled that It Is very 
difficult to hoist. Thefe Sever was. any 
intention to use the explosive In large 
enough quantities to destroy the wreck. 
I submitted the request of the contrac- 
tors to Consul General Lee for him to 
ask permission from the Spanish au- 
thorities, and I also asked for orders 
from the United States naval depart- 
ment. Both our own and also the Span- 
ish authorities refused the necessary 
permission. That is all there was to the 
matter." 


On the same subject General Lee said: 


"I transmitted Captain Sigsbee's re- 
quest, made on the part of the contrac- 
tors, to Captain General B,lanco, and I 
received a reply that the matter was too 
important to be settled without refer- 
ence to Madrid. General Blanco also 
intimated that the United States court 
of inquiry having sat in judgment on the 
disaster to the Maine, It would be un- 
wise to destroy by the use of dynamite 
the wreck upon which Judgment wag 
formed. "Wednesday evening I had wovd 
from Captain Slgsbee that the United 
States navy department forbade the use 
of dynamite on or about the wreck. The 
papers here say Madrid hag sustained 
General Blanco's prohibition against 
the use of dynamite on the wreck." 


Is Weyler Going Back? 


Havana, March, 25.—An unconfirmed 


report from Madrid says that General 
Weyler is making preparations for his 
journey to this city, and makes no se- 
cret that he is under orders from the 
minister of war to hold himself in readi- 
ness to sail for the Antilles at a moment's 
notice. 
Th« government has already in 


hand the resignation of General Blanco, 
whose term of office s.a governor general 
had been signalized by wholesale fail- 
ure, military as well as administrative. 


Another Body Found. 


Havana, March 25.—The body of Lieu- 


tenant F. W. Jenkir.s oi the Maine was 
found yesterday near the torpsdo tube 
aft, as it had been hoped would brf th,e 
case. The remains of course were badly 
decomposed, though net 20 ti.a as many 
others found previously since the explo- 
sion. 
On his finger was found a clasp 


ring, with a bloodstone seal with his 
monogram, and inside the inscription, 
"P. W. Jenkins, Class '86, U. S. N. A." 
Prhate papers were also found in the 
coat pockets. 
The body will be pre- 


pared for burial as well as possible and 
enclosed in a metallic casket. 


Talk With Gomez. 


, 
New York, March 25.—A special to 


1 The Tribune from Havana, via Key 


West, says: Word has been received 
direct from General Gomez at his camp 
near Sancti Spirltus, Santa Clara prov- 
ince. "I hope," said Gomez, "there will 
be no war between the United States 
and Spain. It would be costly. The 
Spaniards are senselessly blind to their 
own weakness^ Besides, I fear that if 
hostilities between the two countries 
come, it will add to the burdens of the 
Cubans when independence is secured. 
The island is a desert and will remain 
so while Spain's rule continues. Too 
much should not be laid upon it when 
peace comes."

New York, March 25.—It was said at 


the office of the central Cuban relief 
committee that indications pointed to a 
generous and general response to the 
circulars of appeal for supplios. 


"Responses are coming In by the pack," 


the chairman said. 
"Doubt of the pos- 


sibility of loading a ship of 2000 tons 
burden was dispelled on the first day 
after the circulars were mailed.

Army to Distribute Belief. 


Washington, March 25.—It is expected 


the distribution of supplies to destitute 
Cubans, which probably will be provided 
.by the appropriation of $500,000 by con- 
gress next w«ek, will be effected through 
the commissary department of the army. 
The war and navy department authori- 
ties, however, and a large majority of 
tteofbers of congress, and supporters 


of the administration, advocate strongly 
the distribution of the relief through 
military channels.They argue that such 
a procedure is by no means necessarily 
of a warlike significance, nor of the na- 
ture of armed intervention to aid the 
people who are In rebellion against 
Spanish authority. Objection to-the em- 
ployment of warships to transport the 
supplies -to "Cuba is considered by the 
war and navy department officials to be 
untenable, on the ground that, as the 
relief will have been voted by the repre- 
sentatives of the government, the gov- 
^rnment should see that it reaches the 
people for whom It is intended. 


From a London Standpoint. 


London, March 25.—The Standard this 


morning, commenting editorially on the 
cabled abstracts of Senator Thurston's 
epeech in the United States senate yes- 
terday, severely censures it as a "flag- 
rant example of the recklessness of 
American pollticana in goading the 
Spanish people to war. 
Such oratory 


only adds to the insults Spain has borne 
hitherto with a proud calm which has 
won European respect and should have 
shamed even bellicose senators. 
Such 


folly is unpardonable in a representa- 
tive of a great nation that is forever 
Seclaring its affection for high principles. 
If, however, Mr. Thurston was aware 
of the intentions of the Washington 
government the speech was significant, 
for the government would scarcely em- 
ploy a. speeker so deficient in self-re- 
straint unless it wished the public mind 
to be fully prepared for war. For- 
tunately, there is no clear evidence yet 
that President McKinley is of Mr. Thurs- 
ton's way of thinking." 


Lieutenant Jenkins" Discovery. - . 


Lima, O., March 26.—Mrs. William H. 


Jones of this city has just received a 
letter from her cousin, Lieutenant Jenk- 
ins, who lost his life in the explosion of 
the Maine. The letter was written to his 
mother In Pittsburg a few days before 
the explosion. He states in the letter 
that he had discovered a mine under the 
Maine, and writes much of a startling 
nature which the relatives refuse to 
make public, saying that it will come out 
in the report of the board of inquiry. 
The letter had been forwarded to dif- 
ferent relatives of Lieutenant Jenkins, 
and has just reached Mrs. Jones.

The tor- 
pedo crafts •» ere practically dismantled 
before they sailed from Spain. If other 
transatlantic voyages of torpedo boau 
are any criterion, these vessels will be 
In sore need of a dry dock when they 
roach their journey's end, and their 
officers and crews will be looking for- 
ward not to a battle but to a hospital. 
It will probably require at least 10 days 
to bring the flotilla to Porto Rico, and 
four or five days more to Havana, while 
a week additional would be short

It Was Probably First Followed by th« 


BiscayauH or Norwegians. 


As to who among northern nation?, may 


justly claim the honor of first darinft to 
attach the mighty whale there is soi"«> lit- 
. tie doubt. But tho balance of profcnhiljty 
inclines to the Biscayans or Norwegians. 
We have a reasonably definite account-in 
Orosius of bay whaling having been car- 
ried on from the North cape along the 
shores of the Whito sea in the ninth cen- 
tury. Langebek, a Danish writer, asserts 
positively that the Norwegians wero the 
pioneers of whale hunting on the coasts o( 
their own country about the year 870. 
But there are many references to whale 
fishing in the chronicles of that period. 
The "Translation et les Miracles de St. 
Vaast" tells of a donation by "William the 
Conqueror of a tithe of whales caught at 
Dives to the Convent of the Holy Triuity 
at Caen. A bull of Pope Eugene III gives 
a tithe of the tongues of whales caught at 
Merri to ths church at Contances. 
Theso 


two will probably suffice as a sample of 
the references to the cetacca in those early 
times, ^istorians, however, are agreed 
that the Basques and Bisoayans first ven- 
tured far to sea from their own shores and 
so became the originators of the whale 
fishery proper.

nnd Iceland vessels, numbering 50 or 6'; 
sail, commenced whaling upon the coasts 
of Newfoundland, Iceland arid soothe/..- 
Greenland. Ia459-l the Er.e;'=h appear tc 
have .awakened to uhe pros;j"us of profit 
from the whale fishery, for wo read tbst 
several ships wero fitted out in that yeai 
at Bristol for a v. haling voy >ZP, to Cape 
Breton. 
One of ths;n, the Gi-aue of Brj-,

George's bay, where tv.-o iargo li'scaysn 
ships had bueu wrecked thioe years Before. 
This seems to ha\a been tho firw msir-cre 
of the importation of whalebone into Eng- 
land.—London Spectator.

• Depressing Effect on Business Would Ba 


Only Temporary—The E$*ect on Goba 
and Her Futnrc—Would Probably tee- 
como an ludopeudent State. 


WASHINGTON, March 2-.'— [Special, j— 


Now that tho Cubun question is nt fever 
heat iu the national capital and through- 
out tho world, with rumors of wars and 
sensational movements vexing the peace- 
ful citizen every few hours, there is a 
great deal of discussion as to tho duration 
and effect of a war between Spain and the 
United States should war come out of the 
present hazardous situation. I SnU it to be 
the prevailing opinion hero that tho war 
woiild bo a short one; that the United 
States would quickly triumph through 
Spain's financial weakness, which would 
force her to abandon the field nt an early 
dny, with her creditors inducing other na- 
tions to offer their mediation before Spain 
had collapsed in a conspleto wreck. It is 
thought that in the United States the peo- 
ple would scarcely know thoro was war in 
progress. It would bo impossible for Spain 
to invnde this country. The worst she 
ouuld do would be to attack one or two of 
our seaports before we could drive her off. 


As to tho general effects of war in this 


country, leading men here at Washington 
agree that they would ba wholesome in 
roaviT respects. War with a foreign power 
would show all tbe world that the north 
ana south are reunited under a commou 
flag, wd there would be no niore such ab- 
surd expressions as that which the Span- 
ish ambassador at Vienna is reported to 
h»i'f arteied, that in case the United 
Stsws tzH>ited revolt in the Philippines 
Spain would have revenge by inducing the 
southern elates to rise in rebellion against 
tb« govfcrument at Washington. 
This 


liUigb.iW"; threat is thought to be a fair in- 
dication c.; the ignorance of American af- 
fairs wruoh pervades even tho most learned 
cirjijv tp, Spain, and to some estenc iu all 
Suron«» " ha Spanish embassador at Vi- 
ennj' proo«ibly was never more'sincere in 
his )ii>- -iian when ho imagined the south, 
whio'l was a third of a century ago in re- 
bellion against tho federal government, 
coula EOW be induced to rovolt again if 
Spain would only oncourago them. 


Effect on Business. 


Jn the United States it is not believed 


business would be greatly cheeked. At the 
outset of war it is likely speculative values 
In Wall street and other exchanges would 
suffer to some extent, but tho real busi- 
ness of the country would go on much as 
before. In some lines there would be even 
greater activity than before the deolara- 
tioD of hostilities. For a few weeks there 
would doubtless ba a drawing in on the 
part of large capitalists. Till tho war was 
well under way and it was possible to see 
whether or not there was likely to be any 
serious i'creign complications, apart from 
these with Spain, prudent men would not 
enlarge tteir operations, but pursue a con- 
servative course. This effect would not 
long remain, however, and on the whole 
it !s improbable the general prosperity of 
tb>3 country would'be much affected by a 
wt-r with a power as weak as Spain. 


Tbe effect upon Cuba is also discussed. 


Prubably Cuba would becomo OB indo- 
pfotxwnt stato under tbe protection of 
tb« I'rited States as a result of war be- 
twe--n Fpa'n and the United States. Sena- 
tor Proctor's statement that in his opinion' 
tho Cubans ars capable of gelf govaiamont 
hhS produced a great impression here. 
It 


hws convinced many doubting men of tho 
practicability of setting up a Cuban re- 
public, under tbo guiding hand of this 
great nation. If Spain forces a war, this 
is without much doubt what will happen. 


Whether or not the actual condition of 


the Cuban insurgents entitles them to 
recognition of their independence is a seri- 
ous question. Ths weight of opinion is 
that thoy are not entitled to it except sen- 
timentally and as a means by which the 
United States might secure solution of a 
vexing problem. On that ground it could 
bo justified. In discussing this very prin- 
ciple an eminent writer on iuteruational 
law laid down the following principles: 


"\Mien a sovereigu state from exhaus- 


tion or any other cause has virtually aban- 
doo~ed the struggle for supremacy, it has 
no right to complain if a foreign stato 
treat the independence of its former sub- 
jfcts as de facto established, nor can it 
prolong its sovereignty by a mera pager 
assertion of right. When, on tho other 
hand, the contest is riot absolutely or per- 
manently decided, a recognition of tbo in- 
dependence of tbo insurgents by a foreign 
slate is a hostile act toward tho sovereign 
state, which tbo latter is entitled to resent 
as a breach of neutrality and friendship." 


Ic is pointed out that Spain certainly 


has not abandoned the struggle for su- 
premacy in Cuba, and Professor Wolsey of 
Talc, Trho is an authority on tho subject, 
says that .under these circumstances sho 
would be justified in declaring war if we 
should recognize Cuba's independence. 


The Question of Belligerency. 


The question of belligerency, it is con- 


tended, is an entirely different one. Bel- 
ligerency is a matter of fact, not of favor 
or of opinion. It is a. condition, not a 
theory. Do the Cuban rebels exorcise au- 
thority over any territory? Can they re- 
ceive and protect a minister residing in 
that territory? Havo they courts of jus- 
tice? Have thoy a civil government? These 
are tbo principal'questions that have to ba 
answered in tho affirmative before the 
recognition of their belligerency would bo 
justifiable according to international law. 


In answer it may be said that tho Cuban 


government is thoroughly organized and 
exercises undisputed authority over a con- 
siderable territory. 
In the western half, 


despite tho assertions of the junta, its only 
authority is that of the cavalry raid. But 
in tho eastern half the rebels exorcise the 
fullest authority over all but some four or 
five towns which tbe Spaniards .'till hold, 
much as the British held "Boston, New 
York and other places during the Bevolu- 
tion. 


The capital is at Cubitas, which is a 


well built town not 20 miles from one of 
these Spanish cities. There is a legislature 
constantly in session there, though its 
powers are distinctly subordinate to those 
of tho generals in tho fluid. This capital 
has been where it is now from tho begin- 
ning of the war and hag resisted every at- 
tempt to take it. Foreign ministers could 
reside there in perfect safety. 


It is sometimes asserted that a minister 


could only reach tho rebels by means of a 
pass from tbe Spanish genera). This i« an 
absurdity. There are scores of places 
whare a minister could run ^he blockade 
and reach Cubitas without any particular 
trouble.

DA.SGEKS OF WAR. 


The dangers of introduction of yellow 


fever into the United States is another of 
the serious questions which President 
McKinley has to think of in considering 
the question of a war with Spain. That it 
would be necessary, under these condi- 
tions, to send troops to Cuba goes without 
saying, and that the American troops 
sent to that climate during the summer 
season now approaching would be subject 
to the climatic diseases which sweep men 
away despite the greatest precaution is 
also equally true. 


But that is not the most difficult ques- 


tion in this particular. With action of 
this character constant, intercommunica- 
tion between the United States and Cuba 
would be an absolute necessity and an ob- 
servance of quarantine rules an utter im- 
possibility. The result would almost cer- 
tainly be the introduction of yellow fever 
into the United States, its spread from 
port to port, and the placing in danger of 
more lives of our own citizens than those 
constituting the entire population of 
Cuba. 


And this is only one of the numerous 


difficult- problems confronting the Presi- 
dent, who must realize keenly the 
grave personal responsibility attaching to 
his action which may result in not only all 
the horrors of war but other results of 
equal moment. The American people, 
however, are perfectly willing, aye anx- 
ious, to face all the shot and shell cf 
Spain a.;d all thegyellow fever microbes 
of Cuba in defense of that which is 
honorable and right.

TREY REFUSE TO RELEASE CUBA. 


Spain Would Gladly Drop the Debt Bur 


dened Island if She Conld Bo So—Cuba 
Worse Than Useless Now—Spain Pays 
Enormous Interest on Her Loans. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—[Special.!— 


"Spain is largely ruled in France." This 
remarkable statement was made to me by 
a member of the diplomatic corps who is 
in position to know what he is talking 
about. In explanation ho went on to say 
that three-fourths of the debt of Spain 
charged to Cuba and secured upon the Cu- 
ban revenues was held by Frenchmen! 
Tempted by the high rates of interest of- 
fered by Spain in her extremity, the thrifty 
French had invested their savings in the 
securities of their less prosperous neighbor. 
In some cases this rato of interest was as 
high as 7 per cent. It may not be gener- 
ally known that Spain is today paying a 
higher average rate upon her national debt 
than any other modern nation of the first, 
second or third class, while the United 
States pays a smaller rate than any other 
nation, Great Britain alone escspted. 


Such an enormous sum is that which 


represents the French investment in Cuba 
that the bondholders and their agents are 
virtually able to control the Spanish cab- 
inet. 
If extension upon the interest pay- 


ments is wanted by Spain, as it frequently 
is, it is necessary for her to go to these 
creditors for the favor. If Spain wants 
more funds to tide her over, it is to these 
creditors she must appeal. The result is 
that gradually the Spanish ministry has 
fallen, directly or indirectly, under the 
domination of French capitalists and 
bankers. These creditors insist that Spain 
must hold to Cuba, and they have encour- 
aged Spain to the best of their ability all 
through the crisis with the United States. 
Of course, their interest in the matter is 
purely a selfish one. They do not want to 
lose their money. They want Spain to 
preserve Cuba, even at tho risk of a war 
that will ruin her, rather than to surren- 
der the island which is the basis of their 
security. 


I3"o More Loans. 


At the same time they are not •willing 


to advance any more money. They do not 
want to throw good money after bad. The 
best they have been able to do is to raise a 
few millions in a pinch to tide Spain over 
some of the worst of her difficulties and to 
encourage the Madrid government with 
vague and meaningless chatter about a Eu- 
ropean alliance to help Spain out in oasa 
of trouble with the United States. In oth- 
er words, the bondholders are eager that 
their interests be saved at the expense of 
bloodshed or anything else, and even the 
peace of Europe they would not hesitate to 
sacrifice were it possible to save themselves 
thereby. 
But, jsays this diplomatist, no 


European nation will take up the cause of 
Spain. Not even France, whose people 
have so mnoh money at stake, will lift a 
finger for the dons apart from a possible 
expression of sympathy that costs nothing 
and means nothing. 


This same authority tells me Cuba is so 


overloaded with debt that Spain would 
really be glad to drop the island if a way 
could be found to do so without too great 
hurhiliation and without any danger of a 
revolution at homo. Cuba is worse than 
useless to Spain now and must be useless 
for a century to come. The debt piled up 
against the island draws an annual inter- 
est charge of something like $40,000,000. 
This is nearly double the annual interest 
charge upon tho whole public debt of the 
United States government, and the United 
States contains more than 70,000,000 pros- 
perous people against only a little more 
than 1,000,000 inhabitants in Cuba, most 
of them so poor that they are now near 
to starvation. 


"Let us admit," sold this diplomat, 


"that Spain is able to retain control of 
Cuba. How is she going to manage the 
tremendous debt which she has created 
against the island in an effort to conquer 
tho people? At best Cuba is capable of 
producing a revenue of only $80,000,000 a 
year. Half of this must go for administra- 
tion. Only $15,000,000 is left for applica- 
tion to the principal and interest of the 
debt, and, ns we havo seen, this sum would 
pay only a little more than one-third of 
the interest charge. There would be noth- 
ing whatever for schools, roads, light- 
houses, 
harbor 
improvements, public 


works. No, it is impossible for Spain to 
retain Cuba. If sho were to keep the 
island, tho people would be taxed into an- 
other revolt in less than two years. Tho 
emotions made of them by tho govern- 
ment havo been simply intolerable in tho 
past. 
Now they would bo worsev6lill. 


Frldo and Stubbornness. 


"And yet Spain persists in holding to 


Cuba and is apparently willing to go to 
war about it. This is pride and stubborn- 
ness, a phase of that Spanish national 
character which has led to nil the fatal 
blunders in tho history of that notion. 
Thoy havo mined Cuba, one of tho most 
fertile and favored countries in tho world. 
They havo charged against it a debt that 
is absolutely ruinous. And now they in- 
sist upon retaining their, bankrupt awl 
ravaged estate in the face of the world's

drifting up from Chlckarnauga creek, the 
captain responded: 


"Well, old fellow, it certainly smells 


like it. How ore you off for waterf" 


"Haven't even a canteen. Lost it in our 


countercharge. Look out, oap! Here she 
comes!" And tho lieutenant pulled the 
captain closer to the earth on which both 
lay. 


"Hug your mother, boys!" This from 


tha men to the right and left. Behind a 
hastily constructed breastwork at tho base 
of Snodgrass hill the ragged romnnnt of 
the Third rifles flattened themselves, face 
down, as a shell from Bragg whisked to 
the earth 60 yards outside and burst with 
a molten glare and a splintering roar. The 
dust of four weeks on tha red, rough 
mountain roads had turned the uniforms 
to a tasty tan.

men staggering out of tho blazing jungle. 
Nearly all these wore Jn gray. Helpless 
they Iny in tho woods, praying for night 
ond the coming of friends, but their only 
hope now was to reach the lines of the 
enemy. Some hobbled out, using muskets 
JLS crutches; othorj, with worse shattered 


limb*, dragged thamieuei flowiy along on 
back or f»o«. A few, ttung to momentary 
strength, ran and reeled to the work*, 
•houtlng as each fell: "Don't fire I I sur- 
render I" These were carried inside where 
they cried piteouuly for water. On that 
part of the Hoe the fury of two days of un- 
surpassed straggle and carnage was for- 
gotten for the time.

Fish should always follow soup cn the 


bill of fare, if you have an elaborate 
dinner, and should be on your table at 
least once each week if your pretensions 
are more modest. 


A great many people say fish IB what 


you make it by its preparation, and tha 
saying has some force, since no food can 
be so easily spoiled in cooking. Fish, to 
be good, must be fresh—take no other if 
you regard your health. It must also re- 
tain all of Its natural taste or flavor to !be 
at its best. That that can be easily lost 
is proven every day by the tasteless fish 
that is served on many a table. These 
tasteless messes are usually the fault of 
the cook. Irish, when alive, must be in 
the water; flsh, when once out of their 
natural element, must be Rept out. 
Soak a fresh fish in water for an hour 
and you have ruined it, for its flavor is 
gone. 


Now, no matter how large or small 


your flsh, keep it out of the water after 
you get it home. Don't even wash it to 
clean it, but take a clean cloth and wipe 
it thoroughly. 
You will be surprised 


how nicely the cloth will do the work, 
and more surprised at the increased 
tastiness of the fish as compared to the 
old way of washing- the goodness out of 
it. 


One more general suggestion about 


fish. No matter how you cook it, be 
sure it is thoroughly done. Uncooked 
or half cooked fish is never palatable, 
and a discredit to the cook who allows it 
to go to the table in that condiUuu. 


You will cook fish in one of four ways, 


viz: Boil, broil, bake or fry. 


As probably three-fourths of the fish 


served in private families is fried, or 
panned, as it is sometimes called, a 
word about that method of treatment is 
demanded. Of course, every good house- 
wife will say: "it is not necessary to tell 
us how to fry fish," but the fact remains 
that few cook it in the best and most 
approved manner. Most cooks who have 
investigated the subject have discarded 
the old method of putting a little but- 
ter or drippings into a pan, laying in the 
fish and then covering the dish to allow 
the fish "to cook through," as they say. 
Jn other words, they fry the outside of 
the fish and steam the rest. You wouldn't 
fjy doughnuts that way, why fish? Try 
this method: Get out your doughnut 
kettle well filled with fat and heat it 
until a piece of bread when dropped in 
will soon brown, then drop in your fish 
Just as you would doughnuts, and you 
will have fried flsh beautiful to look at 
and delicious to the taste. 


You may prepare your fish in one of 


two ways: 1st, roll in cracker crumbs 
or fine Indian meal, season with salt and 
plenty of pepper, and then fry, or, 2d, 
roll in cracker crumbs then dip in a well- 
beaten egg, again roll in cracker crumbs, 
season and fry. Trout, smelt and the 
smaller pan hsh should be garnished 
with parsley and served with tartar 
sauce. 


To broil flsh, a steady, moderate fire is 


required, for to be nice, fish must be 
broiled slowly. Lay the fish in a dish, 
sprinkle well with salt and pepper, and 
rub over it a couple of spoonfuls of olive 
oil, so it will not stick to the broiler. 
Watch it carefully to see it does not burn 
and be sure it is thoroughly cooked. 
Garnish with chopped parsley. 


When frying or broiling fish, do not be 


afraid to pepper thoroughly. It is not 
likely you will ever shake on enough to 
spoil the fish, as the cooking destroys 
the force of the pepper. A little lemon 
juice is always nice with smelt or any 
broiled fish, and will not harm trout, if 
used sparingly. 


Boiled or baked fish require sauces, 


and those methods of cooking, if I treat 
them at all, must wait till another 
time. 


As a bouquet, let me throw you a 


breakfast dish that I picked up on the 
Pacific coast. 
For four people get a 


pound of sausage meat and place it in a 
frying pan, over a slow fire, carefully 
stirring until it is well broken up and 
well done. Into this break four eggs, 
stirring until cooked. 
Serve hot and 


you have what the California Bohemian 
calls a "Hangtown Roast." 


Try this some morning and you will

POTATO PANCAKES. 


Pare and grate six medium-sized raw 


potatoes. Add to them three eggs and 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, mix slightly 
and fry *n small cakes. They must be 
served immediately. 


COFFEE CAKE WITHOUT EGGS 
One heaping cup of sugar, one cup of 


strong coffee, one-third cup of butter, 
three scant cups of flour and two heap- 
ing teaspoonfuls of baking powder sifted 
in the flour. 


FP.UIT FRITTERS. 


Cut the fruit in ithin slices and Sip in

The Care of Plants; 


To rid carnations or other plants of 


aphis, or plant lice, there is no better 
way than to wrap a cloth or paper 
around the base of the plant and over 
the top of the pot, so the earth will not 
fall out, and invert the pot and dip the 
whole top in water as hot as one can 
bear one's hand in. Let the plant stay 
in two seconds, lift and air a minute, 
then repeat two or three times. 


It will not injure the foliage, but will 


destroy the lice. 


As the young lice are so very small, 


almost invisible to the naked eye, two, 
or even three, washings may be neces- 
sary to destroy all of them. 


They are not at all difficult to kill, 


only they won't stay killed, and they 
are 
particularly fond of carnations, 


roses, etc. Ammonia—teaspoonful to a 
quart of water—is good. But I like the 
hot water bath best, and if you will 
tack' up a. big card over your plants 
bearing the words, "Eternal vigilance 
is the price of success," and will hunt 
lice, a few minutes every day or two 
you will keep your pets free from the 
little pests. 


To kill mealy bugs, alcohol applied 


with a feather will kill both insects and 
eggs. The plant should be rinsed after- 
ward with clean water. Several appli- 
cations are sometimes required to clean 
a-badly infested plant. The brown spots 
on the back of fern leaves are the seeds 
or spores. Ferns like wood mold mixed 
with some sand and good loam for soil, 
with good drainage of broken crockery 
and bits of charcoal, and partial shade, 
although the sword fern can stand a 
little of the morning sun. But a some- 
what shaded, cool situation suits most 
kinds better. Frequent, gentle show- 
ering also helps them.

Take the other pan of tep- 
id water and wipe the soaped and clean 
surface well, being careful as possible to 
rub over, not rub in. Then wipe this 
with clean cloths until as -dry as rea- 
sonable in so short a time. Proceed 
with the rest of the carpet until fin- 
ished, guarding against any shadowy 
boundary lines by going back of each 


stance of a mere skeleton—the outline, 
a couple of bars of wood across the cen- 
ter, and a single ledge fixed with a 
hinge. Apply two coats of enamel, al- 
lowing the first to dry before applying 
the second. Two sheets of plain glass 
are fixed in the upper panels. Then take 
a r*»;-e of cardboard and cut it to fit the 
upper portion of one side of he screen.

KITCHSN. 


Since housekeeping has been elevated 


to "domestic science" the plan, ar- 
rangement and appointments of the 
kitchen have become matters of great- 
er importance than the furnishing of 
the parlor. Students of the new science 
are evolving unthought contrivances for 
the easiest as well as the most hygienic 
methods of preparing dishes fit to set 
before the king. 


Although not the largest of modern 


kitchens, that of Mrs. Jacob Astor, on 
Fifth avenue, New York, is a model 
kitchen for a private residence. 
The 


culinary domain occupies nearly the 
entire basement of the large dwelling. 
Possibly the appointments are best in- 
dicated by the 
expression 
"every- 


thing." The department includes the 
kitchen proper, pastry, vegetable and 
store rooms, a. consultation room, where 
housekeeper and cook hold conferences, 
decide upon menus, discuss those made 
out by Mrs. Astor herself, etc. In 
addition is the scullery, kept in such 
spotless neatness and order as to pre- 
sent an artistic picture and study in 
pots, skillets and pans. 


This marvelous model kitchen Is with- 


out odors because of a range hood which 
gathers them and an electric fan which 
blows them away. Suggestive of colo- 
nial times is the open fireplace with old 
crane, pot, hooks, spit, tinet and jack. 
Birds and poultry are roasted there in 
the old fashioned way, reaching a per- 
fection of flavor never attained by mod- 
ern methods. The servants employed in 
this culinary realm are a chef and an 
assistant cook, three kitchenmaids and 
a scullery maid. 


To Remove Spots of Candle Grease. 
To remove spots of candle grease from 


pile table cover, first scrape off the 
grease and heat an i-.on thoroughly. 
Hold a piece of blotting paper lightly 
over the spot and the iron over it to 
draw up the grease. Remove the paper 
and apply fresh till all the. grease is ab- 
sorbed. The iron must not rest on tho 
table cover at all, or? the pilo will be 
x)res«ed down and spoiled. 


Serving Celery. 


Not many people know that a bunch 


of celery in the hands of a good house- 
keeper is one of the few things about 
which there is absolutely no waste. 
From an ordinary bunch of celery of 
five stalks pick off the large leaves, 
Wash them and place in a quart of wa- 
ter, letting the quantity boil down to 
about half a pint. 
When cold, bottle 


this liquid and keep in a cool place to 
be used for flavoring gravies and soups. 
Next, the five roots; wash and boll the 
same as potatoes, trying them with a 
fork to tell when done. Cut them into 
thin slices, add a finely cut onion and 
make into a salad the some as the or- 
dinary potato salad. 


The large and coarser stalks of celery 


cut into inch lengths, boil, cover with a 
cream sauce and serve as a vegetable. 


The delicate stalks use as ordinarily 


for a relish, and the young yellow leaves 
will be found to make a pretty trim- 
ming for the meat dish. This uses ev- 
ery scrap of the celery. Itself, but the 
careful housekeeper will not even dis- 
card the string which ties the stalks 
together, but if it is long enough will 
roll it up for future use. 


For Chapped Hands. 


A homemade remedy for chapped 


hands is compounded from an ounce of 
white \vax and an ounce of spermaceti. 
Cut into shreds and melt together in an 
earthenware jar; then add an ounce of 
camphorlzed oil, stir the ingredients un- 
til they are well mixed, place tho Jar 
in a basin of cold water, stir until th» 
cream is cold, then pack in little jnra 
for the dressing tab'e 
This should be

Many 
Important 
Matters 


Discussed and Acted On 


Last Night. 


AN 
EIGHT-HOUR 
ORDINANCE 


Will Be Presented to City Council at 


Next Meeting. Bartenders' Union 


Active. Address by Repre- 


sentative 
McManus 


Hoped For. 


The Central Labor union held a well at- 


tended and interesting meeting Thursday 
evening. Several matters of importance 
\vcre discussed and acted upon, the chief 
point of interest being the report of the 
committee which has had in charge the 
investigation of the matter of an eight 
hour ordinance for municipal labor. The 
committee's first report, in which were 
given t ha results of investigations in other 
cities, was given alter the last meeting. 
They have now prepared an ordinance re- 
lating to it, and will present it at the 
April meeting of the city council. Labor 
union men throughout the state will 
watch the action on is with interest. 


Credentials were received from 
the 


newly formed barbers' and horseshoers' 
unions, and the bartenders' union began 
its active career in this city by presenting 
a grievance against the Richmond house 
and Barry & Purtall's saloon, that they 
were employing non-union bar keepers. 
The following committee was appointed 
to wait on the proprietors: Delegates 
Clossey, Ward and Pierson. 


Tl e disagreement with the owners of 


the new Sullivan block was found not to 
be settled after all, by the report from the 
bricklayers', plasterers' and masons' un- 
ion. The non-union plasterers who are 
doing the work, and who were reported 
as being willing to join the union in order 
to settle the difficulty, are now reported 
as wanting 15 months in which to pay the 
initiation dues. This would make it pos- 
sible for them to complete the work and 
have the matter almost forgotten before 
they really became members of the union, 
and a committee consisting of Delegates 
"W. P. McDonald, Kelly and McCarthy, 
was appointed to consult with Sullivan 
Brothers. 


The legislative committee presented a 


very interesting report, reviewing affairs 
of the month. The petition in favor of 
the Greylock reservation have been pre- 
sented. In connection with the visit of 
the harbors and lands committee, atten- 
tion was called to the fact that Repre- 
sentative John A. McManus, one of the 
committee, was for some years a member 
of the labor legislative committee of Bos- 
ton C. L. U,, and an attempt will be mat • 
to have him deliver an address while here 
on "Labor legislation and its struggles." 
The report of the educational committee 
for the $20,000 normal school land appro- 
priation was noted, and the clause pre- 
venting the purchase of land south of the 
school was appreciated as showing that 
the committee did not "investigate with 
their eyes closed." Opposition was urged 
to any attempt to have the city appro- 
priate $10,000 for the purpose. The stable 
ordinance should be vetoed, the commit- 
tee thought. 


The bill now before congress to protect 


free labor by confining the sale of convict 
labor made goods to the state in which 
they are produced was endorsed, and the 
committee on prison labor reported that 
the investigation be referred to the state 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor. A press committee of Delegates 
Clements, P. H. McMahon and Dobson 
was appointed, and a social committee of 
Delegates McCarthy, Mnrray, Shields, 
Kelley and O'Donnell. 


Dr. Fiske's Lecture Tonight. 


The lecture to be delivered at the Bap- 


tist church this evening by Dr. John 
Fiske of Cambridge, the eminent histo- 
lian, will be worthy of a large attendance. 
Dr. Fiske comes here under the auspices 
of Fort Massachusetts chapter, D, A. E., 
acd the subject of his lecture will be 
"The Boston Tea Party and Some Causes 
of the American Revolution." The church 
has been very handsomely draped with 
flags and ornamented with palms and 
potted plants, and will present an ap- 
pearance quite in keeping with the 
event. On the front of the choir gallery 
is a fine large picture of George Washing- 
ton. The ushers will be young members 
of the chapter. The lecture will bs an 
intellectual treat and will doubtless be 
heard by a large audience. 


Following the lecture Mrs. Minerva B. 


Boss will give a reception at her commo- 
dious home on Church street to Dr. 
Fiske and the members of the chapter 
With their families. 


Grocery Store Change, 


Horac* A. Sherman has sold a half-in- 


terest IB his Main street grocery business 
to Wallace Chase, formerly of the firm of 
C. B. Whitney & Co. of Briggsville. Mr. 
Chase sold his interest in that business 
last year and has been employed In the 
co-operative store through the winter. 
He will take possession of his new inter- 
est between now and April 11. The busi- 
ness was bought of Mr. Allen two years 
ago last tall by Sherman & Plumb, and a 
year ago Mr. Sherman bought Mr. 
Plumb's interest. The business has been 
largely increased and it will be the en- 
deavor of the new firm to occupy a frons 
place in their line of trade. Mr. Sherman 
found the work too much lor him and 
needed the assistance that Mr. Chase will 
give. 


ADEIBERT BRAYMAN IS FREE, 


Troy Police Don't Want to Pay For Ex- 


tradition Papers,

for the past week on the charges of dis- 
turbing the peace and being; a fugitive 
from j ustice, is now free. His case was an 
interesting one and has been given in de- 
tail in THE TRANSCRIPT.

COMMUNICATION. 


Mr. Rumell on labor Leaders- 


To THH EDITOR OF THE TBA.NSOHIPT:— 


We do not see any objection, indeed we 
have never heard or seen a valid argu- 
ment, against organizations of working 
people. But we do object to organizations 
whose principal business is to fight em- 
ployers. 
Mr. McNelll in a late article 


says: "The buyers and sellers of labor are 
in war relations to each other; their in- 
terests are antagonistic." 


This creed, coupled with the ar- 


bitrary price list is all wrong. The in- 
terests of the whole community, with the 
possible exception of the labor leaders, 
who live on the wars between the em- 
ployer and the employe, are alike and 
never antagonistic. 
War 
is always 


destructive and none a >re so than labor 
wars. 


A surplus of any commodity always 


tends to lower the price and labor is no 
exception. 
We may claim that labor 


should not be classed with merchandise, 
but this claim doe? not change the fact 
that the employer buys his labor in the 
market, exactly under the same condi- 
tions in which he buys his wool, cotton, 
or leather. 


In communities or countries where 


manufacturing is not carried on, there is 
always a surplus of labor, and circum- 
stances may cause a surplus where manu- 
facturing is carried on. At the present 
time there is a large surplus of labor in 
the southern states, and this surplus 
aflects to a greater or less extent all the 
labor in this country. 


The cotton and iron industries that have 


t een opened In the South, have brought 
out the labor that has been unemployed 
or only partially employed, and it is found 
that this labor can be bought lower than 
the same sort of labor has usually been 
sold for here in New England. This will 
adjust itself but it will take time. 


The labor leaders and those whom they 


control, absolutely ignore the fact that at 
present foreign competition aifeots the 
price of labor in this country far more 
than southern competition does. 
But 


legitimate ways of doing things do not 
suit the labor leaders. They get their liv- 
ing out of labor wars and we who support 
them must suffer. Even the unions are 
beginning to see that the' labor leaders 
advise strikes for their own benefit. Feb- 
ruary 15, President Kinsella of the weav- 
ers' union in Lowell said: "There will be 
no strike here if the professional agita- 
tors keep away and allow us to manage 
our own affairs."
